Improvement in Suction-Boxes. 





An improvement in suction-boxes has been 
patented by Cornelius Young, of Sandy Hill, 
N. Y. 

This invention consists in a box which is de- 
signed to be arranged in close contact with the 
wire screen, and between the ‘“‘deckle” and the 
‘‘dandy-roll,” and which is provided, one on 
each side of the dandy-roll, with elastic rollers 
and an intermediate rigid roller, in combination 
with adjustable partitions. 

The invention further consists in a novel mode 
of exhausting air from the vacuum-box, where- 
by pumps hitherto used for this purpose are dis- 
pensed with. 

An oblong rectangular box, equal in length to 
the width of the wire-cloth, is arranged beneath 
it. Mid-length of this box, and communicating 
with its interior, isa pipe, which extends out 
horizontally, and is coupled to a vertical dis- 
charge-pipe, which is provided with a cock. This 
discharge-pipe extends above the plane of the 
pipe, and by means of L-shaped couplings and 
ashort branch pipe is connected to a*vertical 
feed-pipe. Water forced rapidly through the 
pipes will tend to produce a vacuum in the chest 
or box, and the pressure of the atmosphere 
above the wet pulp on the wire-cloth as it passes 
over said box will exhaust much of the water 
from the pulp. The water thus drawn from the 
pulp will be conducted through the horizontal 
pipe into the discharge-pipe. 

Two rollers are arranged at the sides of the 
box, and have their end bearings in eyebolts that 
are passed loosely through shelves fixed to the 
ends of the box. These rollers are vertically 
adjustable by means of nuts applied on the 
screw-bolts. 

The rollers are preferably made of india-rub- 
ber, or other yielding or elastic material, and 
they bear against the ends of metallic strips 
fixed rigidly to the ends of the box. These fiex- 
ible or elastic rollers also bear against the bev- 
eled ends of metal strips, which are rigidly se- 
cured to two partitions that are fitted snugly 
inside of the box transversely with respect to its 
length. 

Through the upper portions of these partitions 
passes freely a rigid roller, which has its end 
bearings in brackets fixed to the inner sides of 
the ends or heads of the box. This intermediate 
roller is in the same plane as the yielding rollers, 
and supports the wire-cloth between these roll- 
ers. Another roller turns on anti-friction roll- 
ers. 

Two screws pass through the ends of the box 
and have cranks on their ends. These screws 
are tapped through nuts fixed to the partitions, 
so that by turning the cranks the partitions can 
be adjusted and set any desired distance apart, 
according to the width of the paper it is desired 
to make. 

The claims covered by this patent are: 

1. In the combination with a vacuum-box and 
rollers of pipes arranged to operate substantially 
as described. 

2. Elastic rollers, adjustable as described, and 
arigid roller, in combination with a vacuum- 
box of a paper-making machine. 
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Machine for Making Paper for Paper 
. Bags. 





A patent was lately issued to Thomas Phillips, 
of Akron, Ohio, for improvements in paper 
for paper bags, and in the paper-making appa- 
ratus, 

The device consists in making a strong or stout 
paper out of two layers of pulp of the same or 
similiar qualities, one layer being made of 
bleached and the other of unbleached pulp, and 
in doing this by means of a machine having two 
vats, two cylinders, one felt, and one or more 
waste-water boxes common to both vats. 

This machine is said to make a single sheet out 
of two pulps, and when the two pulps are run 
under pressure-rolls to form them into a sheet, 
the pulps are absolutely one mass, and when 
united there is no separation of one from the 
other, It is one solid felted mass—a single sheet, 
and taken from a single felt. 

The inventor uses a vat, within which are 
made two separate pulp-vats, for containing 
pulps of the same or different qualities; and on 
the outer sides of the main vat there are boxes, 
for receiving the waste or size water from one or 
both of the gauze cylinders. 

The cylinders revolve, respectively, in the 
pulp-vats, and each cylinder has working in 
connection with it a coucher, in contact with 
both of which couchers, and around an exterior 
roller, runs a single felt. 

At one end of each of the cylinders there is an 
opening through the side of the vat, to allow the 


waste-water from the cylinders to pass into one 
or the other of the boxes; or there may be open- 
ings at both ends of the cylinders, to allow the 


waste-water to pass into both boxes, and from | 
these boxes the waste-water may be pumped or | 


carried up into the pulp vats. The pulp used in 
each of the vats, being uncolored, will impart no 
color to the waste-water, which may therefore 
be returned to the vats, and used over and again 
in either or both of the vats. 

The vats must be closed, but in such manner 
as to feed in the pulp separately to the separate 
pulp-compartments, the bleached pulp being fed 
to one vat, and the unbleachcd to the other. The 
vat may be called a single one, though it has a 
partition within, forming two pulp-compart- 
ments; but it is one in so far as the waste-water 
is concerned, as itis immaterial into which one 
of the pulp-compartments the waste-water is re- 
turned, so that, in point of economy and ex- 
pense, there is a great saving. 

The process and mode of operation are as fol- 
lows: Pulps of the same or of similar strong 
material are placed in the vats, and a cyl- 
inder in each compartment, but ‘a single felt. 
The cylinder in one vat carries up from its com- 
partment and delivers upon the felt at its coucher 
a certain quantity of pulp. This pulp is carried 
along until, at the other cylinder, another sup- 
ply of pulp is carried up and laid upon the first 
supply. These two quantities of pulp, thus 
united, form a single pulp, because as yet there 
has been no pressure upon it. It is carried along 
to or near to the roller, whence it is taken off and 
run between pressure rolls, in the usaal way. 
The waste-water from the two compartments 
may be used indiscriminately in either vat. 

In making thick paper, where only one side of 
the sheet needs to be of bleached stuff, the un- 
bleached pulp may be put in to one compartment, 
and the bleached pulp into the other compart- 


‘ment, and when these two pulps are placed upon 


the single felt by the respective cylinders in each 
compartment, there is a pulp with one side 
darker than the other, but a single pulp never- 
theless, and this mass of pulp of two shades, but 
of the same or of different qualities, is after- 
ward formed into a sheet in the usual manner, 
but it is claimed much stronger than if made of 
two sheets laid and rolled together, and stronger 
and cheaper than if made entirely of bleached 
stuff, inasmuch as bleaching is more or less da.n- 
aging to the strength of the fibre, and is expen- 
sive. 


The inventor claims: 

1. The combination, in a paper-forming ma- 
chine, of ‘two separate vats, each provided with 
acylinder, with a single felt, and a coucher, ar- 
ranged to operate on each cylinder, and one or 
more waste-water boxes common to both vats, 
whereby two different qualities of pulp may be 
united before being pressed fo form a sheet of 
paper, as set forth. 

2. As a new article of manufacture, a paper 
composed of two layers of pulp, one bleached 
and the other unbleached, substantially as set 
forth. 
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Solid Commercial Sulphuric Acid. 





Stark’s extensive sulphuric acid works in Bo- 
hemia, which produce the so-called Nordhausen 
or fuming sulphuric acid on a very large scale 
from aluminous slate, have lately commenced to 
put the pure anhydrous solid sulphuric acid on 
the market. It is put up in tightly-soldered tin 
(tinned iron) boxes, which were found to answer 
best, because at ordinary temperatures sulphuric 
anhydride is without action upon metals, and 
particularly upon tin. This form of acid is very 
useful, and its transportation by far less risky 
than when shipped in a liquid form. The con- 
stantly growing production of artificial alizarin 
has been chiefly the cause of this innovation, it 
being well known not only that large quantities 
of fuming sulphuric acid are required for its pre- 
paration, but also that the yield and quality of 
the product depend upon the degree of concen- 
tration of the oxidizing agents.—Pharm. Cen- 
tralb. - 


Depression of the German Paper Industry 

A writer in the Papier Handel says: ‘‘ The 
German paper industry has been suffering trom 
a crisis for some years, and during the past year 
it has had to experience the same depression. 
Only very few of the 450 German mills exhibit 
a favorable balance-sheet, while, on the other 
hand, no fewer than 40, or 10 per cent., have 
either ceased to exist or gone into liquidation. 
Before 1872 it appeared as if the mills were un- 
able to supply the demand, but the enlargement 
of old and the erection of new mills, in conjunc- 
tion with the general dullness in trade, have 
froduced this lamentable effect. The decline 
of export of German paper has been 54,705 cwts. 
in 1876 compared to 1874, while the imports are 
continually increasing.”

Notes from France. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 





Paris, February 18, 1878. 

Although one-third of our thirty-six millions 
of population in France, as is shown by the sta- 
tistics, are unable to read, it must be admitted 
that the remaining two-thirds are liberal patrons 
of ths newspaper press. 

There exist in Paris over forty daily journals, 
the great majority of which are firmly estab- 
lished, and pay a fair annual profit. We cannot 
know with any precision their circulation, but 
it probably reaches a total of over a million 
copies per diem. There are five or six cheap 
popular one-sou dailies, of which Le Petit Jour- 
nal is the best representative, and immensely 
profitable, which ‘circulate some six or seven 
hundred thousand copies in all; the one named 
has at times reached an issue of 600,000. This 
class of papers therefore form a very important 
outlet for the paper manufacturers. They use, 
it must be admitted, paper of very inferior qual- 
ity, such as is sold in the market at from 18 to 
20 fr. the thousand sheets, and they, in common 
with larger papers, are subjected to the State 
tax of 28 fr. per thousand sheets of large size, 
which makes four copies of the journals of this 
class. 

Among the larger circulations of the leading 
newspapers, grand format, La France, has 
about a hundred thousand circulation; Le Figaro 
sone sixty or seventy, which is also the edition 
of Le Rappel.. Le Temps, Le Gaulois, Les Débats, 
Le Siécle, La Liberté, L’Estafette, Le Soleil, La 
République Frar¢aise, and L’ Evénement are all 
well in vogue, and range in circulation from fif- 
teen to twenty-five thousand each. 

A curious thing with these papers is that they 
are all the same size, and all printed on equally 
inferior paper; the best specimens typographi- 
cally and in paper are Le Figaro and Le Temps. 
The price paid for the paper they are printed 
upon is : bout 25 fr. the five hundred sheets, 
which produce one thousand copies; to this add 
the State tax of 28 fr., and we arrive at the cost 
of the paper used by these publications. The 
weight of a ream of five hundred sheets of this 
class of paper is usually 24 kilos. This practice 
of all the journals using one type of paper, it is 
obvious, very much simplifies the obtaining of 
supplies at short notice, rendering contracts for 
their requirements in advance needless, and also 
placing a regular market at the disposition of 
tue paper makers who manufacture this class of 
stock, which must be very desirable. So far as 
I am aware, no attempt has been made for years 
past to establish a newspaper different in form 
or general arrangement from the previously ex- 
isting ones. The conditions of existence even, or 
of successful publication of a newspaper, are 
such here that any attempt at an innovation, 
such as the bringing out of an _ eight-page 
quarto sheet of the London style, has never been 
made. 

No daily which retails at over three sous has 
any chance at all of gaining a footing; the 
Débats maintains its price at four sous, but this 
is, I think, the only exception. 

The newly established journals are generally 
sold at two sous, and these, if edited with spirit, 
manage to work into a circulation. Any new 
paper which is started under the editorship of a 
noted man, either as a profound or sensational 
writer, with a fair corps of minor writers more or 
less known to fame, is pretty sure to jump at 
once into a paying circulation. Inno city in the 
world is a business of this kind so quickly 
brought into a paying condition as in Paris; but 
on the contrary, if only unknown editorial tal- 
ent be engaged, then the failure is quick and 
decisive. 

This is so well understood that writers of un- 
doubted ability refuse to ally themselves with 
any sheet which does not succeed in gathering 
together a group of editors of known talent. 

The law formerly made it obligatory that ali 
articles should be signed by the writer; although 
this law still exists it is not strictly enforced, 
but writers prefer to affix their names, as thus 
they build up a reputation for cleverness (or 
stupidity) which may become increasingly valu- 
able to them if they adopt the career of a press 
writer as a profession. 

Some papers go ou for years with a fairly pay- 
ing circulation, based upon the accepted talent 
of two or three of the writers. Of such one 
notable instance is the X/Xme Siécle, whose 
editor-in-chief is Edmond About, and whose 
most shining light as contributor is Francisque 
Sarcey, who is confessedly the leader of the 
critics. 

The Univers, a sort of Papal organ, would 
seem little like itself without the trenchant arti- 
cles from the pen of its chief editor, Louis 





Veuillot, and La France, minus the single col- 
umn which it prints by Emil de Girardin, would 
soon tumble from its splendid tirage into an un- 
profitable obscurity. 

The profits of the French journals are mainly 
derived from the copies sold. Advertisements 
there are but few in number. .The kiosks which 
do the retailing of the copies (no newsboys or 
other sidewalk venders being allowed) take 
them all, even the best established journals, on 
sale or return, and the quantities of old copies 
which are gathered up the day following the 
issue is wonderful. This is a serious drawback 
on the profits of the publishers, and throws 
hundreds of tons of old journals into the hands 
of the paper stock dealers. 

Of financial journals, which are generally 
published only once a week, there is a plethora. 
There are at least fifty in Paris, all of the same 
size, eight to sixteen pages quarto, and printed 
on most wretched paper. A few of them, which 
are fostered by some private exchange or bank- 
ing firm, reach immense circulations, but the 
subscription price is very low indeed generally, 
and the majority of them find their way to the

Things have been unusually quiet during the 
past week. I have heard of nothing doing what- 
ever. In attending to the interests of the PaPER 
TRADE JOURNAL I have seen a great number of 
people during the week who are in some way 
connected with the trade, and they all com- 
plained of the great stillness prevalent just at 
present. There seems to be nothing even on the 
tapis. Perhaps all are awaiting the progress 
and issue of political affairs in the East. We 
are also somewhat concerned as to the result of 
the debate in your House concerning the reduc- 
tion of tariff upon manufactured goods. I am 
sorry to say that I do not know the exact changes 
before your Committee of Ways and Means, Lut 
it seems to me very hard and not altogether 
politic to advance the tariff upon all raw mate- 
rial. Our dealers here expect to do good busi- 
ness with a reduced tariff upon manufactured 
goods, and you will see some very strong move- 
ments in pulps should the bill be passed. I can- 
not help thinking that wood pulp ought to be 
excluded from manufactured articles. It is no 
more manufactured than china clay or terra 
alba. It helps to constitute with other mate- 
rials a manufactured article. In France it is 
also considered a manufactured article, but not 
in the same strict sense as you lay Jown in the 
States. There is a very large business done in 
wood pulp here, principally mechanically pre- 
pared, but, so far as I have heard and seen, I 
cannot say it is looked upon as anything but a 
loading material, of course superior in some 
points to mineral matter. The heavy loading of 
common papers with any mineral matter gives 
them a nasty greasy feel, and certainly prevents 
them taking the fine surface that they would 
otherwise acquire if wood were used. There is a 
strange but well-founded prejudice against wood 
in this country in any form. Even chemically 
prepared has its enemies, who are never tired of 
sneering at the cost, the price, the strength, the 
short fibres, the color, the uneven quality, the 
prices of unboiled wood, the packages—in short 
every conceivable objection is raised. And 
mechanically. prepared wood pulp is very quietly 
and comfortably looked at as a mild edition of 
clay. I heard, some six months ago, from 
a gentleman who is very well and widely known 
as a clever and successful chemical engineer, 
that he was going to bring out a process for 
treating wood without soda. He is a very 
shrewd and perfectly safe man, and I expect he 
has not been able to obtain certain satisfactory 
results which he anticipated. We are greatly in 
want of a fibre, and there are many clever 
paper makers who regard wood as the coming 
fibre, or source of fibre. The practical men do 
not, however, joinin this opinion. But the older 
the practical hand is, the less weight his opinion 
should have. This seems a curious idea, but it is 
nevertheless true. The old hands began their 
career on rags. With this fine tough material, 
of beautiful texture and color, they were 
enabled to make splendid papers. Even if they 
did sometimes turn out an inferior quality to 
order, they knew the latent power there was in 
the fibre. 
writings, say, | can quite realize the pride with 


which the paper-makers handled the perfect | purchase 


specimens of their art. Butas time rolled on so 





hands had been complacently revelling amid 

the finest and most perfect gems of the paper- 

maker’s skill, a new generation was rising and 

bringing other materials to replace the costly 

fibre of olden times. Esparto and straw, flax, 

jute, and the now countless host of substances, 

became a reality. The old hands, who had never 

seen aught but rags, did not take kindly to the 
new fangled fibres. They had a good reason. 

They saw the paper—the best that they wereable 
to make. They compared their past work, and 
so they judged. Many such a speech as this I’ve 
heard. I have taken up a sheet of decent news, 

say 5d. per pound, esparto, straw and clay, and 
I have remarked to a “ veteran,” “This is a 
pretty good sheet, John, eh?’ With a withering 
look of scorn and derision, John has said slowly: 
“A pretty good sheet you call this, sir? Why it 
ain’t paper at all; its rubbish.” Then with sad- 
ness, as the sweet memories of the past have 
come vividly before him, he has told me of the 
paper they used to make “ in those days!” “Ah! 
we could make paper then. Paper was paper 
those times, but now ——.” So it is these men, 
who are to be found in every mill in decent po- 
sitions, have no mercy for any fibres which fall 
short of rags. Towards wood, perhaps, more 
antagonism has been exhibited than any other 
fibre. So far as my own humble opinion is 
concerned I think there is very little available 
fibre in ground wood. Chemical wood pulp is 
no doubt an excellent material, but it is the 
same price here as heavy papers are. I should 
like very much to see some of your clever ex- 
perienced correspondents’ opinions on wood as a 
fibre. There are many paper-makers over here 
who do not make paper by rule of thumb, but 
who are desirous of progressing, and who, I know, 
would feel greatly indebted to THE JOURNAL, 
and its peculiarly practical contributors for 
such information. The old paper-making hands 
are a great study, and a most ingenious 
intelligent set altogether. I have a wonder- 
ful respect for an old workman. His ap- 
pearance, his age and his steady fidelity ap- 
peal to the appreciative faculties of the heart, 
and I never yet knew one of these veteran 
workmen from whom I did not glean some little 
knowledge, and often a very valuable little 
“dodge,” even in a quiet, confidential, knowing 
sort of way that carries a certain amount of 
comie conviction about it. Depend upon it, 
many great improvements and important me- 
chanical contrivances have sprung from half- 
an-hour’s conversation with the old hand at a 
mill. But it is always necessary to bear in mind 
when introducing new material and novel pro- 
cesses, that a rigid comparison will be drawn 
between old times and the present. Many good 
things have been nipped in the bud by foolish 
prejudice or want of proper judicial considera- 
tion. Experiment is the most valuable in- 
structor a practical man can have, for he should 
remember that no money can ever be lost in an 
experiment. An experimeut when well con- 
ducted invariably decides something. Not 
always successfully it is true, but it often tells 
us where we are wrong, and prevents us from 
exhausting ourselves upon one particular line of 
thought. How useful it is for us to know when 
we are going wrong. It is sometimes worth 
more money than the knowledge of success. 

As there is very little news to give this morn- 
ing, I have penned the foregoing remarks in a 
conversational way, just to call up the pleasing 
reminiscenses which many a paper-maker may 
lay up in store for himself by a kind association 
with his men. In these days of fierce disputes 
between master and man, it is refreshing to think 
about the “‘ old hands.” 

In the resolutions proposed at the Philadelphia 
meeting of representatives held on Wednesday, 
February 6, there is one, No. 3, which I hardly 
consider worthy of your nation. It says “the 
foreign trade of the United States must fall, be- 
cause, while destroying home industries, the 
masses will not have the ability to purchase for- 
eign goods,” &c. Thisseems to me a particularly 
weak argument. An increase of the foreign 
trade, of course, means export as well as import. 
An increase of export trade ought to make fac- 
tories and mills, &c., more busy and prosperous, 
while an increase of imported goods is the very 
incentive to promote the export trade. There is

Crxcrsnati, March 4, 1878. | 
There are few branches of business that move 
so placidly as the paper trade. Manufacturers 
find the merest possible opportunity for getting 
up an excitement in the purchase of material. 
Everything has worn into such familiar ruts 
that one might say the mills run themselves if it 
were not for shocking the pride of the men 
whose intellects are employed in their manage- 
mient. Onesees day after day the same kind 
and quantity of material brought into the mill, 
and day after day the same quantity and quality 
of manufactured material is turned out. The 
only matter that has arisen to excite interest has 
been the proposed change in the tariff. That is | 
such a radical change that it coul! not fail to be 
vehemently opposed. The paper men here seem 
to rely on its primé facie injustice to defeat it, 
as they have taken no united steps to oppose it. 
The exciting topic among paper men this week 
has been one outside of business, but in which 
one of their number has been the prominent 
figure. It was the breach of promise trial at 
Hamilton, of the case of Miss Nancy A. Dickey | 
against John B. Tytus, of Middletown, a member 
of the Tytus Manufacturing Company, of that 
place. The trial began on Monday morning, 
and cortinued until midnight on Saturday, when 
the jury returned a verdict in favor of the fair 
plaintiff, fixing her damages at $6,000. The trial | 
attracted more than the usual amount of atten- | 
tion on account of the high standing of both 
parties, and of the coupling in the testimony of 
the names of two prominent young men of Cin- 
cinnati as entitled to the place assigned by the 
plaintiff to Mr. Tytus. The whole affair is to be 
deplored, and the present situation is rendered 
doubly deplorable because Mr. Tytus not long 
ago married a most estimable young lady, who 
within a few weeks has given birth to a child. 
It is to be hoped the ugly affair may now be 
hidden from the public gaze. The newspapers 
last week were filled with long reports of the 
trial. Growing out of it incidentally is a suit 
for $50,000 damages against the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial, brought by the attorney for Mr. Tytus. 
The occasion of this suit was the publication of 
an article in the Commercial insinuating that a 
little silver-plated porcupine paper-weight be- 
longing to a physician had been stolen, along 
with valuable papers in the Dickey-Tytus case, 
and the paper-weight was afterwards found in 
the attorney’s office. 
Charles Stewart, the extensive paper manu- 
facturer and dealer, has been honored by an 
election to the office of a director of the Cin-

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Philadelphia Notes.

PHILADELPHIA, March 7, 1878. 

Notwithstanding the advanced stage of the 
season and consequent expectation of spring 
trade, the same appearance of dullness pervades 
all branches of business, and the paper trade 
comes in for its share. In some departments 
there is a degree of activity, especially among 
the better grades of book papers, as many of 
our leading publishers are busy with extensive 
publications requiring large quantities of good 


Paper stock at present quotations enables 
manufacturers to make a fair book paper at al- 
most any price, and the line of profit is shaded 
so low that the margin hardly justifies. The de- 
sire to meet the lowest market rate has pro- 
duced a competition among several leading firms 
indicating a determination on the part of those 
engaged to fill orders without respect to profit, 
and without reference to cost, and it seems more 
a contest of the longest purse rather than legiti- 
mate business. There are many firms, on the 
contrary, who will stop running when there is 
no profit or so small a profitas not to warrant 
manufacturing, and those who wish to engage 
in the “‘ Kilkenny fight” can do so, and for the | 
time being demoralize the trade without bene- 
fiting themselves or those engaged in it.

At 
the Inquirer Paper Mills, Manayunk, Mr. Hard- 
ing has tested it by covering a two and a half 
inch pipe, through which steam is conveyed 
from the boilers to the engine 342 feet, passing 
through the open air over 100 feet, and a saving 
of thirty-three and one-third per cent. has been | 
effected. The success has induced the ordering 
200 feet additional. 

I notice that at the regular meeting of the 
stockholders of the Nescochage Manufacturing 
Co., held February 28, W. 8. Farrell was elected 
president, General Lucius H. Warren retiring.

POSTAL CARDS. 

A correspondent has sent us a com- 
plaint against the postal cards now sold to 
the public. This is not the first time that 
such complaint has been made, and we are 
not surprised that it is becoming very gen- 
eral. When the Post Office Department 
awarded the last contract for supplying the 
paper for postal cards it had been deluded 
into a very weak proceeding in its fear of 
the clamor raised by parties who were 
not ready to 
of the people for a _ really good, if 
not so cheap, article. A second bid- 
ding was determined upon, and the award 


meet the requirements 


was made upon the distinct understanding 
that the rew card was to equal in all re- 
spects the sample, the Postmaster General 
declaring that the contractors would be 
rigidly held to the terms of their proposal. 
It was questioned at the time whether any 
firm could make postal cards of the same 
stock and quality as the sample, keeping up 
to the standard, and not incur loss at the 
price at which the contract was awarded. 
It is now plain that the standard has not 
been adhered to, and if the Post Office De- 
partment is innocent of the job which it 
timidly assumed was mixed up in the first 
bidding, it should either compel the deliv- 
ery of postal cards equal in all respects to 
the sample or annul the contract. The in- 
feriority of the present cards is so marked 
that another good argument is afforded for 
entirely doing away with them. 

If cheap postage is wanted, it does not 
come in the form of postalcards. The Gov- 
ernment, to do itself and the people justice, 
ought to reduce the cost of letter postage to 
two cents, and it would gain in revenue. 
It will never be easy to carry out the assur- 
ances that a respectable postal card will be 
supplied for use, and the fewer contracts 
the Government has to deal in the better it 
will be for all concerned. The postal cards 
fail to meet the requirements of trade or 
private correspondence, and return very 
little good to the Government. We there- 
fore urge their abolition and a lower rate of 
letter postage. If a card can be furnished, 
carried, and delivered for one cent, there 
must be profit in a letter for two cents.

Cleaning Felts. 


Hovsatonic, Mass, March 4, 1878. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

Replying to some of the questions that ‘‘Green- 
horn” asks in THE JouRNAL for February 23 as to 
cleaning felts, I will say that I have been run- 
ning a machine for the last twenty years, and a 
cylinder a good part of the time, and never have 
used acids of any kind for cleaning felts. I have 
made all kinds of paper, and have run felts 
twenty-four weeks, mnaking from 2,500 to 3,000 
pounds per day ; I made news print with 70 per 
cent. wood and clay, and used nothing but good 
soap. If ‘‘Greenhorn” will use two shower 
pipes on his felts, one on the inside and one on 
the outside of the felt, right where the washer is, 
I think he will have a felt run longer than seven 
days without anything to keep it clean but 
water. I have never received any encourage- 
ment from felt manufacturers for using up felts, 
and don’t know of any of my brother machine 
tenders that do.

The First Fourdrinier in America. 








To the Editor of The Journal: 

The first Fourdrinier paper machine introduced 
into this country was brought from England 
about the year 1826 by the firm of Frost & Pick- 
ering, and it was started in the manufacture of 
paper at North Windham, Conn. The machine 
consisted of a vat, breast roll, 6 inches diameter; 
couchers, 61¢ inches diameter; tubes, 114 inches, 
and 244 inches and 4 inches for wire. There 
were no suction boxes, no dandy. The press 
rolls were of solid iron, 8 inches diameter, and 
there were two revolving reels. This machine 
was 49 inches wide. The principle of this Four- 
drinier was not unlike those of the present day, 
but it was built for a much shorter wire, and 
very cheaply. The starting of a Fourdrinier 
machine in this country was considered by all 
paper manufacturers a great event, and many 
were the questions and queries as to what the 
machine consisted of; but, of course, the Messrs. 
Pickering were not willing to make it public, 
nor did they solicit visitors to see the machine 
that they had dared to bring to this country 
and put running; but on the contrary, they were 
very private in regard to who should enter their 
mill, and constantly kept the windows of their 
mill curtai:.ed, so that no one should see the ma- 
chinery. Many came to visit them, but few 
were admitted to the secret rooms. 

In the year 1827, about one year from the ar- 
rival of this machine, Frost & Pickering failed 
in business, and the machine was moved to An- 
dover, Conn., where it was set running a short 
time, when it was sold to parties in York, Pa., 
where, possibly, the same may be running to day. 
(Let us bear from these. ]} 

Then came the time of the commencement of 
building the Fourdrinier machine in this coun- 
try. 

Ames Hubbard, of Norwich, Conn., in the 
year 1829 ordered from Phelps & Spafford a 
Fourdrinier machine almost precisely like the 
one used formerly by Frost & Pickering. This 
was built by Phelps & Spafford, at Stafford, 
Conn., and there are many anecdotes connected 
with the building of this machine, which have 
been told by Mr. Smith, now one of the firm of 
Smith, Winchester & Co., who superintended 
the manufacture of this, the first machine of its 
kind made in America. Tools for doing the 
work were not numerous, and nothing but a 
lathe and the ordinary tools, such as vises, chis- 
els and hammers were at their command. 

Mr. Smith had eight workmen under his con- 
trol and then it was very hard work to construct 
the machine they had contracted to make, owing 
to lack of tools todo with. No iron planer was 
known at that time, and where iron is planed 
now it was chipped and filed by hand then. This 
Fourdrinier machine was delivered to Mr. Hub- 
bard in due time, and was soon set running all 
in good condition and satisfactorily to Mr. 
Hubbard, but he was not contented with drying 
paper in the loft. As the machine above named 
only consisted of a Fourdrinier wet part, so called 
now, and press rolls and reels, the paper was 
reeled wet and dried in the loft. In the year 
1831, Mr. Hubbard contracted with Phelps & 
Spafford for the building of five copper driers, 28 
inches in diameter, to add to this machine, and 
was so much in a hurry to have them completed, 
that Mr. Smith and a Mr. Cutler worked day 
and night for six weeks to advance the work as 
fast as possible, Mr. Smith and Mr. Cutler alter- 
nately taking their sleep at night on some old 
sacking stretched between two timbers and form- 
ing their bed. 

A peculiarity in the make of the copper cylin- 
ders or driers may be worthy of note. The 
edges of the copper were squared nicely, brought 
together and hammered into shape, as they had 
no rolls suitable for such a purpose as rolling or 
rounding up such sheets. These edges were 
placed square together, and a narrow piece of 
copper was put on the under side and riveted the 
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whole length of theseam. This, of course, took the 
place of brazing at the present day. 

While the building of the machines for Mr. | 
Hubbard was progressing, Messrs. Phelps & | 
Spafford made an agreement for the manufact- | 
ure of the paper machines at South Windham, | 
Conn., then called Spaffordsville. After a few | 
years the business passed into the hands of the 
present firm, Smith, Winchester & Co., which has 
met with unprecedented success, and its devo- 
tion to the business, together with its strictly hon- 
orable and upright dealing has won it a position 
in life to be envied. Upon visiting its establish- 
ment and comparing it with the time when Mr. 
Smith first superintended the manufacture of 
paper machinery. it is almost marvelous to see 
how the world moves on. FOURDRINIER.

Fritz Frantzen, dealer in books and stationery, 
Chicago, Ill., has applied for relief in bank- 
ruptcy. 

E. B. Whiting, stationer and book dealer, St. 
Albans, Vt., has compromised by paying ten 
cents on the dollar. 


Borg & Phillips, stationers, Little Rock, Ark., 
are in bankruptcy, and are offering to compro- 
mise by paying forty cents on the dollar. 


At a meeting of the creditors of George E. 
Fogg & Co., dealers in fancy stationery, notions, 
&c., Boston, Mass., a statement was made 
showing liabilities of $18,000, of which $3,000 are 
secured by mortgage upon stock. The assets are 
$9,000 in stock, incumbered by the $3,000 above 
mentioned. The offer was made of fifteen cents 
on the dollar, and the creditors voted to accept it. 


The San Francisco, Cal., papers contain notices 
of the proposed sale by the assignee in bank- 
ruptcy of the property of the bankrupt firm of 
J. G. Hodge & Co., which is set down for next 
Tuesday. It is not likely, however, that the sale 
will take place, but this form of law has to be 
complied with. The business will undoubtedly 
be purchased at private sale. 


A meeting of the creditors of Hadley, Brothers 
& Co., book dealers and stationers, Chicago, I1., 
was held on Monday at the rooms of the Station- 
ers’ Board of Trade. George L. Pease, of the 
firm of Boorum & Pease, was elected chairman, 
and a list of creditors, so far as could be ascer- 
tained, was read. A statement was then made 
on the part of the firm, from which it appeared 
that their liabilities are about $117,000, and their 
assets, $60,000 in stock and $30,000 in book 
accounts, or a total of $90,000. Henry W. Ray- 
mond, one of the members of the suspended 
firm, made a statement which implied consider- 
able irregularity in the management of affairs 
by the house, and reflected seriously upon 
the integrity of the members. It appeared, 
also, that other valuations of the assets placed the 
cost of the stock as high as $90,000, and book ac- 
counts in the vicinity of $60,000, or $150,000 alto- 
gether. These and other facts finally led to the 
appointment of a committee, which was in- 
structed to make a thorough investigation of 


| the books and affairs of the concern and report 


to the creditors at some future time. After the 
meeting the members of the committee, consist- 
ing of Mr. Armstrong, of Scribner, Armstrong 
& Co.; Mr. Young, of Pott, Young & Co.; Mr. 
Curtis, of A. S. Barnes & Co.; Mr. Van Wagner, 
of Dodd, Mead & Co.; Mr. Evans, of Eberhard 
Faber, and George L. Pease, of Boorum & 
Pease, met, and after talking over the affairs of 
the concern sent J. S. Oakley, of the late firm of 
Oakley, Mason & Co., to Chicago, to begin the 
investigation of the books, with the understand- 
ing that Mr. Pease would follow in a few days. 
The principal creditor of the firm is Scribner, 
Armstrong & Co., of whom the firm has had and 
not paid for $29,000 worth of goods. Of this 
sum, however, all except $12,000 were consigned 
property. Among the other creditors are J. R. 
Osgood & Co., $5,000; Boorum & Pearse, $4,000; 
Dodd & Mead, $700; Pott & Young, $1,200; A. 
S. Barnes & Co., $2,000; Porter & Coates, 
Philadelphia, Pa., $4,000; J. B. Lippincott & 
Co., Philadelphia, Pa., $2,500; Eberhard Faber, 
$509; Koch, Sons & Co., $700, and numerous 
other publishers and stationers, in this city, 
Boston and Philadelphia, small amounts. A 
few years ago Mr. Dillingham put $15,000 
into the firm, but this soon was absorbed, and 
a couple of years since Henry W. Raymond, 
son of the late Henry J. Raymond, of 
New York, put $35,000 in it. When the con- 
cern was found to be insolvent a few days ago, 
Mr. Raymond came East to try and make a 
compromise with the creditors, and decide upon 
some plan by which the house could continue 
business. There is a very considerable degree 
of feeling and indignation in the book trade in 
Chicago, in this city, in Boston and Philadelphia, 
over the circumstances connected with the in- 
solvency of the firm. It was in an insolvent 
condition about the 20th of last month, and at 
that time one of the partners came East for the 
purpose of making an arrangement with the 
principal creditors by which, if possible, the 
house could continue its business, The indigna- 
tion of the leading houses of the book trade here 
and elsewhere takes its rise from the fact that it 
is believed that the transactions of the original 
members of the firm, Messrs. Hiram and Seth 
Hadley, which resulted in the insolvency of the 
concern, were of a very equivocal character. 
This conviction is very general, and is the rea- 
son why the creditors are indisposed to do any- 
thing in the way of a compromise.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The money mar- 
ket has been quiet during the week, and devoid 
of interesting features, call loans ruling at 5 
per cent., 41¢ per cent., and 4 per cent. on rail- 
way collateral, and at 4 per cent. on Govern- 
ment bonds. In the discount market the rates 
have been 41¢ to 6 per cent. for paper bearing 
strictly prime names, recent failures having re- 
vived a very sharp scrutiny among lenders of 
money. 

Government bonds have sympathized with the 
improvement in the Londun market by an ad- 
vance of \4 to % per cent., the latter in new 5’s, 
registered. New 4’s were an exception, and de- 
clined }¢ to ¢ per cent. 

The gold market has shown a regularly de- 
clining tendency. Much weakness has charac- 
terized it, and it is evident that those who went 
long of gold, sup, osing silver legislation would 
raise values, are gradually parting with their 
holdings. On gold loans the rates are from 3 to 
416 per cent. for carrying. P

Loft-dried, Tub sized Writings have been perhaps 
in less call than Engine-sized. Superfine Loft- 
dried Flats keep up well the improved request. 
Ledgers and Records continue to exchange 
owners in satisfactory quantities, and dealers 
exhibit the same tendency to purchase more 
freely and more in anticipation of future trade 
than they were wont to do a short time ago. 
Flat Caps are in quite accelerated call. Book 
papers, both Super-sized and Calendered, and 
Extra Machine-finish, have been sought for with 
unabated earnestness, and if not eagerly looked 
after, are in much greater demand than for- 
merly. Manillas of ordinary quality share in the 
improved movement, and even Flour Sack and 
Rope have some activity. Straw Boards move 
along with a gratifying freedom, and prices re- 
main unchanged. Binders’ Boards are un- 
changed. Straw Wrappings show better fea- 
tures. News Papers are unchanged, and the 
markt is moderately active at figures quoted 
last week. The whole tenor of affairs in trade 
generally warrants the prevalent impression that 
more activity will soon be shown, but hardly 
supports the hope that any extraordinary revival 
is near at hand. Less timidity and more free- 
dom in purchasing are the features of the mar- 
ket. Asarule, prices are no higher, but steady | 
at previous figures. 

JUTE BUTTS.—Since our last issue we have 
only little to report in the way of sales. De- 
mand has ruled light, and for small lots mostly. 
The arrivals since March have been very heavy, 
comprising 3,287 bales Templar, 7,180 bales Royal 
Alexandra, 2,010 bales Gitana, 5,150 bales 
Grandee, 2,234 bales Bengal, making a total of 
19,861 bales, all at New York.
